The State Board of Education recently 
passed new educational effectiveness 
measures that will be mandatory beginning 
Fall semester. IT IS IMPERATIVE THAT 
OUR STUDENTS, ESPECIALLY 
ENTERING FRESHMEN, ARE AWARE 
OF THESE NEW MEASURES. PLEASE 
PASS THIS INFORMATION ON TO 
STUDENTS IN YOUR CLASSES AND 
TO NEW STUDENTS ENTERING 
SHELTON STATE COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE. 

1 . In order to help students succeed in 
college, all entering freshmen this fall must 
take the ASSET placement test. 

2. Students whose ASSET scores indicate 
math, English, and/or reading skills at the 
pre-freshman level will be placed in one of 
Shelton State's special classes designed to 
improve their basic skills. Students will 
remain in these classes until their scores 
indicate that they have a good chance of 
succeeding in college-level courses. 

3 Students whose scores qualify them for 
these special classes will receive customized 
help from college counselors. Along with a 
detailed description of ASSET test results, 
students will also receive an individualized 



educational plan. 

4. In order to guarantee success, students 

enrolled in two or more developmental 

classes (English, math and/or reading) will 

not take more than 17 hours during that 

semester.

Mark Cornelius was named athletic director 
in addition to his responsibilities as men's 
basketball coach. Bobby Sprowl is the new 
baseball coach replacing Jones Tubb who is 
retiring. Steve King returns as the college's 
women's softball coach. Johnny Meyer will 
remain the woman's head basketball coach. 

Cornelius is entering his fifth year as head 
basketball coach for the Buccaneers and has 
built the college's program into a major 
contender He led the Bucs to two 
appearances in the Region XII tournament 
during the first four years of the program. 
Prior to coming to Shelton, Cornelius served 
as a graduate assistant under former 
Alabama head coach Wimp Sanderson. 

Sprowl coached at Shelton from 1985- 
1988 and compiled a 126-45 mark in three 
seasons. Under his guidance, Shelton won 
division championships in 1986 and 1988 
and a number of former players went on to 



play at four year schools as well as 
professional baseball. 

Sprowl returns to Shelton after serving as 
pitching coach for the University of Alabama 
for the past five seasons. 

King begins his second stint as head 
softball coach for Shelton. He coached the 
lady Bucs from 1 982- 1 989. During this 
time, his teams won two state championships 
and played in the state finals four other 
times. He coached 13 All Americans and 34 
All Region players. His .744 percentage is 
the third highest all-time record in the United 
States for slow-pitch softball.

SHELTON RECEIVES 
GRANTS 

Shelton State Community College and 
Fredd State Technical College Campus have 
each received a Talent Search Program grant 
from the U.S. Department of Education. 
Each grant is for four years, with an 
anticipated funding level of $1,000,000 each 
for a total of $2,000,000. 

The two grants are designed to: identify 
individuals with potential for education at the 
post secondary level and encourage them to 
complete secondary school and enter a 
program of post secondary education; 
publicize the availability of student financial 
assistance to persons who pursue a program 










of post secondary education; and encourage 
persons who have not completed secondary 
or post secondary education, but who have 
the ability complete those programs, to re- 
enter those programs. 

The projects will serve individuals in the 
city of Tuscaloosa, Greene County, Sumter 
County and Tuscaloosa County. The grant 
projects will provide individual and group 
counseling, advisement and technical 
assistance to secondary school students in 
grades seven through 12 in the areas of 
career exploration, educational planning, 
college entrance examination preparation, 
admission and financial aid procedures, and 
tutoring.
